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BEGIN to think, that tho’ perhaps there 
may be feveral very exact Maps of Great Britain 
to be had at the Shops in Amfferdam or the 
Hague, and fome fhining Genii in that Country 
can, 7 in i oe = hs eh wes 
Places in our Hland, eipeci thole upon . 
or near it, as Port/mouth, Chatham, Torbay, and the 
like ; yet it is highly neceflary, that Chamberlayne’s Pre- 
fent State, or fome other good Book of that Sort, were 
carefully Tranflated into Dutch, In ufum Mluftriffimorum 
Ordinum, or with any other Sounding pom 
Title, only figni ing, That it was done for the Ufe of 
our Good Allies, and to fet them right in the Nature of 
our Government, Conftitution and Laws; with which 
they do not appear to be fo well acquainted as might 
be expected. I am fenfible, that as things now ftand, 
if a Manifejo or Mtmorial fhould be fent them, hum 
reprefenting to their High Mightineffes, That Great Bri- 
tain is an Independent » govern’d by its own 
laws: That the Queen is Supream over all Orders of 
the Realm: That fo ether Prince, Prelate, State or 
Potentate, hath or ought to have any Authority and 
Jurifdi@ion over us : where the Queen, Lords and 
Commons, folernnly conferit, it is a Law ;. and where 
the collestive Body of the People agree, it is the Senfe 
of the Nation : That the making War and Peace is the 
Prerogative of the Crown; and, That all Alliances are 
té be obferved only fo far as they anfwer the Ends for 
which they were made: In fuch a Cafe, ’tis not un- 
likely, but the Amferdam Gazette, or fome other 
Gaper in the Seven Provinces, would immediately 
Anfwer all this by publickly proteftin , That it came 
from the Facobites a Frenchify'd High-Fiiers, and there- 
fore ought not to be admitted as Genuine: For of late 
that Celebrated Writer, and two or three of his Se- 
conds, have undertaken to tell us poor Britains, who 
are our beft Subjeéts, and how we ought to behave our 
felves towards our Allies. So that in this unhappy 
unéture, 1 do not fee when we fhall come to a right 
nderftanding, On the other hand, fuppofe we agreed 
to give them the Precedence, and left the firft Propofal 
for Overtures of Accommodation to their Manage- 
ment ; this perhaps might quickly bring us to be better 
acquainted, Let them therefore lay afide al] clumfie 
Pretences to Addrefs; tell us no more of former 
Battles, Sieges and Glories; nor make Love to us in 
Profe, and extol our Beauty, our Fortune, and their 
own Paffion for us, to the Stars: But let them come 
roundly to the Bufinefs, and in plain Terms give us to 
underftand, That they will not Recognize any other 
Government in Great Britain, but Whigarchy only: 
That they treated with us as fuch, and are not oblig’d 
to acknowledge an Ufurp’d Power call’d a Monarchy, 





to which they are utter Strangers: That they have a 


upon us ever fince the Revolution ; which is 

a Precedent for their Interpofing, whenever Popery and 
bitrary Power are coming in upon us, which at pre- 
fent, they are inform’d by their Friends, is our Cafe : 
And befides they are advifed by able Council, That we 
are only Tenants for Life, and they being mention’d in 
the Entail, are oblig’d to have a watchful Eye over us, 
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and to fee that neither Wafe nor Dilépidation be done 
upon the Premiffes. If all this be not the Café, and 
true State of the Controverfie, as I heartily hope it ig 
not, | leave any Rational Creature, pick him where 
will between the Danube and Ganges, to judge of the 
following Remonftrance. . 

A War is undertaken by feveral Potentates in Con- 
janétion, upon certain Caufes and Conditions, plainly 
exprefs'd in a Writing call'd The Grand Alliance, This 

ar is carried on with Succefs; the Enemy offers to 
Treat, and propofes to fatisfie all the juft Demands of 
the feveral Parties engag’d againft them. Great Brie 
tain makes her Claim, fo doth Portugal ; and both are 
fully fatisfied, The Dutch produce their Barrier of 
Gertruydenberg, and are affur'd they fhall have it, ex- 
cept two or three Places at moft. Savoy and Prufiia 
have more than ever they ask’d. Only the 
will have all in, contrary to the Reafons upon 
which his Brother's Renuntiation was ne in 
dire€t Violation of a fundamental Maxim, Bal- 
lance of Power ; fo that he would involve us in a Second 
War, anda new Grand Alliance, under pretenee of ob¢ 
ferving the old one, This, in fhort, is the Cafe ; and 
yet, after all the Bloodthed, Ex and Labour, te 
comp. 3 thefe great Ends, thy’ Her Britannick Majeffy 
finds by Experience that every Potentate in the Grand 
Alliance, except Her Self, has actually broke it every 
Year; tho’ She ftands poffefs'‘d of an undoubted Right te 
make Peace anf War ; tho’ fhe ee for Her 
Allies all that She was yo a by Treaty ; tho’ Her 
Two Houfes of Parliament humbly entreat Her to finiflg 
the great Work ; tho’ Her People with one Voice ad- 
mite and congratulate the wife Steps fhe has taken, and 
cry loud to Her to defer their Happinefs no longer ; 
tho’ fome of the Allies, and One or Two of the Pro- 
vinces have declar’d for Peace, and Her Majefty's Dome- 
ftick Enemies dread it, as the utter Downfal of theiz 
Faétion ; yet fill the Bleffing depends, and Expe“tatiom 
is our Lot. The Menai Penfonery has Scruples ; 
he defires time to look out for fomething elfe to De- 
mand: There are a Dozen or two of Fay eae, whe 
want Silk Stockings, and Lace round their Hats; we 
muft ftay till the Second Part ot Denain comes upon the 
Stage, and Squire South promifes to go direétly to Ma, 
drid, the next time we him the way thither. 

Her Majeffy is all Goodnefs and Tendernefs to Her 
People and Her Allies. A brighter Example of Piety 
could not adorn the Life of Her Royal Grandfather, 
whofe folemn Anniverfary we muft fhortly Celebrates 
She has now Prorogud the beft Parliament that ever. 
Affembled in Her Reign, and Refpited Her own Glory, 
and the Wifhes, Prayers, and Wants of Her People, 
only to give fome of Her Allies an opportunity to think 
of the Returns me owe Her, and try if there be fuch @ 
Thing as Grati fare or Humanity in Ewrope. 
This Condué& of Her Majeffy is without Parallel. Never 
was fo great a Condefcention made to the unreafonable 
Clamours of an Infolent Faéion, now dwindled to the 
moft Contemptible Circumftances, It is certainly high 
time they fhould begin to meditate other Meafures, 
unlefs they vainly imagine the Government mutt Lie 


















with both fits Attributes of Mercy and Juftice, till they 
aré-pleafed te be Duriful and Obedient. Whit ill- 
cyounded Hopes and Expeétations they have under-hand 
Adminifter'dto any of the Allies, isnot worth my while 
to enquire; fince whatever they are, they mujt come 
artended with the blackeft Treafon and titude.
